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elen Hayes, still predictably 

called “the firstlady of the Amer- 

ican theater” even though an al- 
lergy to theater dust forced her retire- 
ment from the stage 15 years ago, has no 
use for labels. 

“Lately they've been calling me the vet- 
eran actress too,” the 83-year-old star 
laughs. “That bothers me so much I’ve 
made up my own label: the great white 
goddess of the American stage. Some- 
times I call myself the holy cow. 

Miss Hayes met Walt Disney while she 
was appearing in “Victoria Regina.” They 
struck up a lifelong friendship, and after 
she withdrew from the theater Disney 
starred her in “Herbie Rides Again,’ “One 
of Our Dinosaurs Is Missing” and 
“Candleshoe,” which premieres this 
month on The Disney Channel. 

Miss Hayes remembers her first visit to 
the Disney studio in 1937. “Walt took me 
around. He had them show a Mickey 
Mouse film for me, and he told me rather 
shyly but a little proudly that he, was the 
voice of Mickey. 

“He loved Mickey with a passion. 
Donald Duck had achieved great success 
by that time, and was kind of a favorite. As 
we sat there watching the film Walt said, 
‘Of course you know Donald is the big 
thing now, but it won't last. Mickey is 
forever. He'll have his moments in the 
shade, but he’ll always come out in bright 
lights again.’ That was 47 years ago and 
Walt was right, wasn’t he?” 


lfred Hitchcock, John Ford, Walt 

Disney. They merer ihe 

moviemakers Vera Miles fre- 
quently worked for during her early years 
in Hollywood. Acknowledged individ- 
ualists, Hitchcock was austere, Ford au- 
tocratic. Vera remembers Disney: 

“When we were doing ‘Follow Me, 
Boys!, we filmed outdoors at night on the 
back lot. It was very cold; we’d sit around 
salamanders to keep warm. Almost every 
evening, out of the darkness and the 
shadows, would come Walt. He’d sit 
around the salamanders, put his feet up, 
and just be with us... That was extraordi- 
nary for a head of a studio. He cared, and 
his involvement with his studio was total. 

“He once said to me, ‘Vera, do you 
know why that fence is painted green?’ I 
said no, and he explained, ‘It's green be- 
cause I said to paint it green.’ He was the 
final authority at his studio. There were 
no politics to be played there. All you had 
to do was please Walt. He was one of a 
kind.” 

Vera made six pictures for Disney, in- 
cluding “Those Calloways” (see page 16). 
Nine years ago she moved from a ranch in 
the San Fernando Valley to a mountain 
home at Big Bear Lake. 

“I like changes in weather. We get snow 
and springtime and all those wonderful 
things, yet it’s only two hours from the 
city. I don’t like to travel that much, but 
making films now means going on loca- 
tion. I’ve just finished pictures in London 
and Texas, I'm home again, and Big Bear 
looks heavenly to me.” 
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inda Evans has had two distinct 
careers in Hollywood, separated by 
her absence from show biz during 
her six-year marriage to producer John 
Derek. 

Today Linda is known worldwide as the 
warm and charming Krystle Carrington 
in the “Dynasty” teleseries. Once she was a 
shy Hollywood High School student who 
took up acting to overcome her fear of 
public speaking. 

“It’s funny how things go in cycles,” says 
Linda. “For one of my first TV roles, in 
‘Bachelor Father, I played a 15-year-old 
with a crush on John Forsythe. Now, 20 
years later, I’m playing his wife in 
‘Dynasty.” 

Linda was still a teenager when Walt 
Disney gave her her first starring role as 
Brandon de Wilde’s girl friend Bridie in 
“Those Calloways” (airing this month on 
The Disney Channel). 

“He borrowed me from M-G-M, where 
I was under contract,” she recalls. “Like 
everybody else, I'd grown up with Disney 
films and loved them. I remember him as 
being friendly and amusing, yet some- 
what reserved. Other people called him 
Walt, and I knew he liked that, but I was 
among the younger ones on the lot. We 
called him Mr. Disney, and that's how I 
think of him today” 

Linda resumed her career in “Iom 
Horn” opposite Steve McQueen, and hit 
the big time with “Dynasty” in 1981. 
Though her tremendous current popu- 
larity might belie it, Linda claims she has 
no driving ambition as an actress. She 
prefers the comfort of her Beverly Hills 
home, where she collects cookbooks and 
prepares original dishes like crabmeat 
enchiladas and peach heaven delight. 

For fans of “Dynasty” and Disney 
Channel viewers who'll see her as a teen- 
ager in “Those Calloways, Linda is some- 
thing of a peachy heaven delight herself.

Flock of ptarmigans scavenge for food 
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magnificent Arctic setting 
and intimate glimpses into the

Getting nose-to-nose with the ani- 
mals — and doing so under the most 
adverse conditions — was an enor- 
mously demanding task. A dozen 
wildlife photographers were dis- 
patched with over a ton of equipment 
to various remote Arctic locations. 
What they brought back far exceeded 
any Arctic tale ever filmed. 

James Algar wrote and directed 
nearly all the True-Life Adventures. 


He has now retired and lives in Car- 
mel, California. 

“Walt disliked the word documen- 
tary; Algar recalls. “We weren't en- 
vironmentalists or missionaries at the 
studio. We were basically story-tellers, 
men of the theater. And like all great 
entertainers, Walt had a contract with 
his audience never to get dull. 

“Perhaps the best decision Walt 
made was to omit any reference to 
humans— not a footprint or a power 
pole would distract from the “Irue 
Life’ of the animals” 

Erwin Verity, production manager 
on most of the True-Lifes, describes

how this decision came about. 

“In a rough cut of ‘Seal Island’—the 
first of these films—we showed hunt- 
ers surrounding the herd and driving 
them inland. Not five minutes into the 
screening Walt began to tap impa- 
tiently on the arm of his chair. When 
vou heard that, boy, you knew you 
were in trouble” 

Verity was responsible for getting 
supplies in to the naturalist photog- 
raphers and getting their film out. 
He mentions Hugh Wilmar, whose 
first assignment was on “White 
Wilderness? 

“Wilmar was an outstanding pho- 


tographer. The rougher the condi- 
tions, the better he liked it. He was 
working at the top of Hudson’s Bay 
when polar bears began moving in on 
walrus herds, their summer prey. 
Hugh and his Eskimo guide Mikituk 
got set up and filmed this bear diving 
beneath a natural ice bridge between 
the floes.

Despite its originality and glori- 
ous photography, the first True-Life 
Adventure received a cool welcome 
from film exhibitors and distribu- 
tors, who failed to see its box office 
potential. 

Algar and Verity speak of the spe- 
cial thrill when “Seal Island” won its 
Academy Award in 1949. The public 
understood from the first that these 
films would delight generations to 
come—as they have, and as they con- 
tinue to do on The Disney Channel. ¥
